The report pointed out that 
there had been no rental decreases | 
in the area during the last six 
months, and found that under the 
prospective trend rents would be 
increased substantially in the 


event controls were removed. ® 

Other findings were that about 
60,000 families and individuals are 
looking for housing accommoda- 
tions here, that apartment vacan- 
cies are virtually non-existent ex- 
cept for new units not subject 
to controls, and that the need for 
additional housing is acute be- 
cause of the area’s population 
gains and plans for industrial ex- 
pansion. 

Survey by Government. 

The St. Louis rent control area 
covered by the survey includes St. 

uis city, St. Louis, St. Charles 
and Jefferson counties in Missouri, 
and St. Clair, Madison and Mon- 
roe counties in Dlinois. The survey 
was conducted July 30 to Aug. 5 
under the direction of A. F. Tandy 
of Dallas, Tex., regional repre- 
sentative of the Office of Housing 
Expediter. About 25 employes in 
the St. Louis housing office as- 
sisted in the work. 

“The prospective trend if con- 
trols were removed is that rents 
would be substantially increased,” 
the report declared. “In fact, most 
people. thought that rents would 
be approximately doubled if rent 
controls were removed.” 

It was stated the survey also 
showed that existing rents on de- 
controlled housing were from 100 
to 250 per cent higher than those 
for comparable controlled hous- 


ing. 

“ Two Homes for Rent. 

Tandy reported he found only 
two homes for rent in the aréa. 
Both were newly constructed four- 
room residences, with an asking 
rent of $135 a month. 

He said he and his survey staff 
found only 44 apartments for rent, 
40 of which had been built since 
February 1944, and therefore not 
subject to controls. Each city, 
town and community in the area 
stated that within the next 90 days 
they would need from 1000 to 
15,000 housing units, he said. 

Citing the need for new housing, 
the report asserted the area pop- 
ulation had been increasing stead- 
ily since 1940 because of indus- 
trial expansion, and had now 
reached an estimated 1,648,000, 
with about 900,000 in St. Louis. It 
reported that about 75 per cent 
of the existing industry in the 
area plans expansion during the 
next year. 

Planned Expansions. 

Some of the firms planning ex- 
pansions and the number of ad- 
ditional workers they expected to 
employ were reported as follows: 
McDonnell Aircraft Corp., Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, 10,000; 
Lincoln-Mercury division of the 
Ford Motor Co., 5000; Emerson 
Electric Co., 2000; Shell Oil Co., 
3000; and Wagner Electric Co., 
1000 to 1500. In addition, the 
number of men at Scott Air Force 
Base is expected to be increased 
from 10,000 to 20,000, it was said. 

Questionnaires on housing con- 
ditions in the area were sent to 
210 city and county officials, real 
estate men, ‘representatives of 
chambers of commerce and unions, 
and veterans. The report said 161

Gen. Lewis B. Hershey of 
Washington said in a nation-wide 
broadcast last night that the draft 
is designed to protect the United 
States against “immediate and po- 
tential enemies.” _, 

“T do not use the phrase ‘pro- 
tect ourselves’ loosely,” he said. 
“No nation as rich as we are, 
and subject to as Many envious 
eyes, can hope to continue in exist- 
ence unless it is ready and able 
to defend itself. By that I mean 
defend its very hearthstones in 
hand-to-hand fighting if meed be. 
And that is not beyond the realm 
of possibility in this atomic age,” 

Explains Registration Details. 

‘Hershey also explained the de- 
tails of registration and the draft. 
Selective service is organized in 
such a way, he said, that every 
American should get an equal 
chance to serve his country. 

Registration for all men 18 
through 25 begins Monday and 
continues through Sept. 18. Men 
will sign up by age groups, with 
the 25-year-olds first. 

There are about 4000 draft 
boards in the country and each 
has organizéd about five centers 
for registration, Hershey said. 
Following registration, each per- 
son Will recéive a small card with 
16 questions which must be filled 
out and returned within 10 days. 

“The questionnaire ... ,”’ Her- 
shey said, “will help the local 
board to classify the registrant, 
'whether in a deferred class or a 
class available for service—1-A, in 
other words.” 

Fifth Classification New. 

The classifications are: Class I 
'—Available for military service. 
Class IIl—Deferred because of oc- 
cupational status. Class III-De- 
ferred because of dependency. 
Class IV—Deferred by law or be- 
cause unfit for service. Class V 
—Over age of liability for military 
service. 

“The four carried over from 
World War II are those with 
which you are familiar,” Hershey 
said, “The new fifth class (Class 
V) provides a class for all men 
who attain an age above the cyr- 
rent ages of liability for service— 
above 26, that is.” 

Here is the way Hershey ex- 
plained that men will be called 
into service: 

“When a local board receives a 
call for men to be inducted, the 
required number of men are 
chosen in the sequence of their 
dates of birth from among those 
men in Class I-A who have been 
examined by the armed forces and

A Factor at Moscow. 

The political instability of one 
of the four nations participating 
in the Moscow talks was outlined 
starkly as France was left techni- 
cally without a Foreign Minister. 
Former’ Premier Robert Schuman 
| will, however, continue to fulfill 


the duties of Foreign Minister un- 
til a new cabinet is formed. 

Schuman and Finance Minister 
Paul Reynaud conferred with 
Auriol early today. 
| The cabinet resignation came 
‘shortly after 1 a.m., Paris time, 
‘after an unsuccessful two-day 
‘struggle to draft wage and price 
‘reforms. The twin issues almost 
precipitated the fall of the cabinet 
jearlier this month when Marie 
| went before the National Assembly 
_to ask that the cabinet be given 
decree powers to effect financial 
reforms. At that time, Reynaud 
| was given the wide powers after 
making some concessions io the 
Socialists. 

The two-day cabinet discussions 
concerned Reynaud’s plan for po- 
litically dangerous increases in 
the prices of such products as 
milk, bread, rail fares and to- 
bacco. 

Wage Rise Critical Issue. 

Former Veterans’ Affairs Minis- 
ter Andre Maroselli said the 
crucia] point of the disagreement 
which brought about the cabinet’s 
resignation concerned the amount 
of wage increases to be allowed 
to compensate for prices rises. 

Reynaud had agreed to rises of 
10 per cent in wages, which still 
are controlled by the Government. 
The Socialists, worried about the 
reaction among their restless 
labor following, wanted an imme- 
diate salary increase of from 15 to 
16 per cent. 

No compromise was _ reached, 
Maroselli said, although a general 
accord had been agreed. on for 
freeing all wages from state con- 
trol as of Jan. 1, 1939. 

Amidst the dilemma of French 
politicians, the figure of Gen. De 
Gaulle loomed large on the hori- 
zon. He.and his followers in the 
Rally of the French People (RPF) 
were expected to renew their pres- 
sure for dissolution of the legisla- 
ture and new elections. 

Few Acceptable Choices. 

Marie, a Radical Socialist, (mod- 
erate), had Socialists, Popular Re- 
publicans (MRP), Radicals and a 
few rightists in his cabinet. The 
gravity of the present crisis is 
caused by the fact that there are 
few men whom those parties 
would be willing to accept as Pre- 
mier. 

Only the Communists and the 
rightists have failed to get a 
chance at the 10 postwar premier- 
ships. There is scant possibility 
that they will be given a shot at 
the eleventh, 

Some observers expect Auriol to 
call on a Socialist, probably for- 
mer Premier Paul Ramadier, 
since it was Socialist opposition 
that toppled Marie’s cabinet. 

If no other choice is found, 
Auriol could propose De Gaulle, 
but the possibility is unlikely since 
the Socialists are violently op- 
posed to the general. 

In this event, the only recourse 
would be to call for general elec- 
tions, De Gaulle has been urging 
that step, confident he would 
emerge with an indisputable man- 
date from the people to take over 
and change the present Constitu- 
tion to give the Premier more 
power. ) 

‘Neutral observers felt that if 
this happened the Communists 
immediately would launch a 
“counter revolution” involving 
bloody violence., 

Possible Communist Role. 

Edouard Herriot, president of 
the National Asgembly, might be 
called on to head a temporary 
“government of liquidation.”

CAIRO, IIll., Aug, 28—Alexander 
county’s gambling games are 
not only illegal, but most of 
them are crooked, an informant 
told the Post-Dispatch today. 

“At some places the player 
doesn’t have any more chance 
than a snowball in hell,” the in- 
formant said. “The dice and 
roulette tables are rigged, and 
jumpers are placed on slot ma- 
chines so they never hit the jack- 
pot.” 

“If a slot machine is honest,” 
the gambler explained, “it returns 
80 cents for every dollar that goes 
into it. But there are a lot of 
slots in Alexander county and 
Pulaski county that are rigged so 
as to make only a 25-cent return 
on each buck. All they have to 
do is plug the stops on a few big 
payoffs.” 

The informant described the 
Turf Club, a tough riverfront 
gambling joint in Cairo where 
customers frequently“are slugged.

“All gambling in this place: is 
crooked,” the man said, “If a cus- 
tomer catches a card dealer in 
the act of bilking him -he only 
squawks once.

Mars Flies 4748 


From Honolulu, Sets New Record 


Miles to Chicago

CHICAGO, Aug. 28 (AP)—The 
Navy’s giant flying boat, the Caro- 
line Mars, landed in Lake Michi- 
gan off Chicago’s Burnham Park 
at 12:25 p.m. (St. Louis time) to- 


day after a record-breaking non- 
stop flight from Honolulu. 

The crew reported the distance 
covered was 4748 statute miles— 
far beyond the’old mark for planes 
of that type. They said the flight 
took 24 hours and two minutes 
“water-to-water” time. The time 
from the Honolulu mooring to the 
mooring in Chicago was 24 hours 
and 13 minutes. 

The plane had passed over Chi- 
cago earlier in the day, flew on 


to Ann Arbor, Mich., and then | line 


returned for the landing here. Lt. 
Comdr. Robert J. Hunt of Tren-

4375 miles, from Patuxent Naval

A. Neun, who admitted making 
three contributions to City Coun- 
selor George L. Stemmler in 
amounts of , $48 and $8 to help 
defray Republican campaign ex- 
penses, said he had been solicited 
by Civil Service Commissioner Al- 
bert E. Schoenbeck to purchase a 
$4.25 ticket to the 1948 annual 
Lincoln day’ dinner, sponsored hy 
the Missouri Association of Pe- 
publicans. 

This, he charged as he waved 
a photostatic copy of a check writ- 
ten to Schoenbeck, former treas- 
urer of the association, was aiso a 
political contribution. 

Thereafter, charges and coun- 
tercharges ran quickly and thick- 
ly throughout City Hall. 

Schoenbeck said the whole 
thing was “a smear attempt by 
the City Hall machine to prevent 
a proper investigation of poiitical 
lugs.” He charged that Charles 
Hertenstein, administrative as- 
sistant to the Mayor, had con- 
spired with Neun in “an attempt 
to forestall the investigation.” 
Hertenstein has an appeal pend- 
ing in Circuit Court from a com- 
mission order dismissing him for 
alleged political activity. 

Hertensten said that Schoen- 
beck apparently thgught he could 
sell tickets to political events with 
immunity even though city em- 
ployes were prohibited from doing 
it. ° 
Ticket sales are not prohibited, 
Schoenbeck replied, and do not 
fall within the prohibited cate- 
gory of “political assessment, con- 
tributions and subscriptions.” The 
City Charter permits employes to 
belong to political organizations, 
he said, and as members they 
have the right to attend the or- 
ganization affairs. 

R. Elliot Scearce, personnel di- 
rector who is conducting the in- 
the commission, 
declined to comment on the mat- 
ter.

the Centralia explosion. It did not even draw 
an acknowledgement. Just what must be done 
to shake the man out of his indifference? What 
will convince him that human lives are more 
important than his machine politics? 

Sad to say, Illinois is not the only state in 
which the warnings of Federal inspectors are 
ignored. Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Iowa, 
North Dakota, Pennsylvania and Wyoming also 
have not seen fit to report to the Bureau of 
Mines on the correction of hazards. Yet re- 
inspection of mines in which dangerous condi- 
tions were found showed that in 51 per cent of 
the cases nothing had been done to eliminate 
the risks. 

Forbidden blasting devices have not been re- 
moved. Rock dusting has been neglected. Coal 
dust is allowed to accumulate. Dangerous open 
lights continue to be used. Here are the mak- 
ings of more tragedies. Here are daily perils 
for thousands of men. But in some cases these 
hazards do not even constitute violations cf 
state laws. And the federal inspectors can do 
nothing more than mail reports to Washington. 

There is no authority for federal action even 
in Public Law 328 which Congress adopted after 
investigating the Centralia catastrophe. Since 
the states—and especially Illinois—seem too ob- 
sequious in the presence of the mine operators 
to demand reasonable precautions, the need for 
a strong national law is obvious. : 

In the meantime, responsibility continues to 
rest on Gov. Green and his like. One would 
think that in the midst of a campaign for re- 
election he would have as much regard for the 
votes of the miners as for the political contribu- 
tions of the operators. But apparently he is 
willing to take the risk of having any one of 
his campaign speeches interrupted by the news 
of another Centralia. 
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Communism’s Chances in India 

As the tide of Communist-led‘ disorders rises 
in nearby Burma and Malaya, India is gingerly 
aware that the same sort of situation is incipient 
in the trouble it is having in the princely prov- 
ince of Hyderabad. 

Communists at work in the subcontinent, who 
supported partition because it would weaken the 
country and strengthen their hand, favor the in- 
tiependence of Hyderabad for the same reason. 
The government would depend heavily on Brit- 
ish assistance, and lacking it might be captured 
by the Communists. The latter would be very 
happy to have in that considerable state, which 
is about as big as Italy, such a fulcrum to power 
in Asia as they had hoped, in Europe, to make 
of Yugoslavia. ; 

The hostilities between India and Pakistan in 
the border state of Kashmir present another 
rich opportunity for the Communists. They 
have infiltrated the Moslem political organiza- 
tion of Pakistan and are exploiting the high na- 
tionalistic pan-Islam fever there against India. 
Here Communism has a chance to weaken both 
India and Pakistan, to heighten its own relative 
power. Not only India, but the nations that are 
its friends, will need a rare combination of re- 
straint and acumen to see to it that these tum:1- 
tuously troubled waters yield the Communists no 
fish of any importance.

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A Lie About TVA 


In their fight against the Tennessee Valley 
Authority—and indirectly against the applica- 
tion of the TVA idea to the Missouri, the Colum- 
bia and the other great rivers of the United 
States—certain utility interests are circulating 
a@ propaganda story which ought to be stopped 
dead. It ought to be stopped because it is utter- 
ly false. ' 

The story is based on an Associated Press dis- 
patch about last February’s floods which said 
among other things: “On the Tennessee river 
the flood waters were too much for the great 
dams set up by the Tennessee Valley Authority. 
The huge reservoirs filled and the water was 
released to rush over the low country.” 

Here, indeed, was something for the foes of 
TVA! To them it made no difference that a 
number of newspapers questioned the AP story 
and discovered that it was the work of an irre- 
sponsible individual in Atlanta rather than the 
AP’s bureau in Knoxville, headquarters of TVA. 
It made no difference that C. E. Blee, TVA’s 
chief engineer, promptly declared the story to 
be “wholly inaccurate.” 

The Industrial News Review, put out by a 
public relations firm which was shown by a 
Senate investigation to have utility tie-ups, car- 
ried a piece in which it cried that “even social- 
ism can’t lick nature,” and deplored the millions 
of dollars which the taxpayers had wasted

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Mr. Attlee Regrets 


Prime Minister Attlee has rejected for the 
time being, at least, the French bid to create 
a United States of Europe. This attitude, if it 
stands, will signify the loss of a historic oppor- 
tunity to unify, and therefore to pacify, a con- 
tinent tortured for centuries by fragmentation. 

Mr. Attlee says that he favors a European 
political federation but that “this is not the 
right time.” These are strange words from a 
man who even before the. war had declared, 
“Europe must unite or perish,” and who served 
in the ’30s as a member of Count Coudenhove- 
Kalergi’s inter-parliamentary committee for the 
unification of Europe. 

If this is not the “right time,” when will a 


right time present itself? Now Europe is peculi- 


arly beset by economic troubles which unity 
would help remove. It is threatened by Soviet 
imperialism, which should be and is a powerful 
influence for the Western European nations to 
forget their jealousies and unite for common 
safety. 

The movement for European federation is 
supported by the United States with whatever 
leverage is gained by this country’s gift of 
five billion dollars for European recovery. This 
aid is predicated on the economic unification of 
Europe, and it should be clear by now that 
no real economic unity can be attained without 
a considerable degree of political unity. 

Mr. Attlee’s position, as stated in letters to 
Mr. Churchill, reveals a fear that European fed- 
eration would weaken Britain’s ties with the 
outlying commonwealths. He does not wish to 
act until he has had opportunity to discuss it 
with leaders of other parts of the Empire at the 
Commonwealth Conference scheduled to meet 
in London in October. As‘a matter.of fact, the 
concept of a united Western Europe has been 
very favorably received in most of the Com- 
monwealths. 

Former Prime Minister Smuts of South 
Africa and statesmen of the outlying common- 
wealths have strongly advocated a European 
union with Britain a leading spirit. 

If there is any reasonable way of prevailing 
on the British Labor Government to reverse its 
tepid stand, it should be found and employed. 
A Europe disunited cannot be expected long to 
remain a Europe at peace. 
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A Bid That Fails 


The 1948 Housing Act contains a number 
of aids to private builders and home owners 
which may lead to additional housing for 
families in the upper brackets, but it cannot 
and will not result in any additional housing 
for the average worker and his family or 
the average veteran and his family.—Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor executive council.

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Vincent Sheean’s Strange Suggestion 

To the editors of the country is being sent an 
appeal from Vincent Sheean, the well-known 
reporter and author. Mr. Sheean is interested 
in the case of the 11 executive board members 
of the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, 
who were sentenced to prison for refusal to 
show their books and records to the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities. 

It appears the Supreme Court, when it recon- 
venes in November, will consider a petition to 
review the case of these men. This is important 
because, as Mr. Sheean says, “this is the only 
(case) which challenges the constitutionality” of 
the establishment and procedures of the 
Thomas Committee.. He adds that “all citizens 
have a profound interest in seeing the powers of 
legislative committees of this kind defined.” 

So far so good. But Mr. Sheean proceeds to 
suggest that while “it is not usual to write to 
the Chief Justice,” all citizens who agree with 
him should drop a line or two to Chief Justice 
Vinson “and respectfully request that the court 
undertake this review.” Here, indeed, is a new 
departure in propaganda—a pressure campaign 
on the Supreme Court of the United States. _

Rent Control Is Slipping 


The Mirror 


Public Opinion 


Rents have gone up 7 per cent in a year, half of it in illegal side 
payments; lack of adequate penalties encourages demands for auto- 
" mobiles, for the purchase of overpriced furniture or for hard cash; 
evictions meanwhile mount and more Americans live in coal bins. 


Josephine Ripley in the Christian Science Monitor 


A nationwide black market in rents is 
flourishing today and authorities are un- 
able under present regulations to do very 
much about it. 

Thousands of tenants are being “held 
up” for side payments above the rent 
ceiling for unwanted furniture that “goes 
with” the apartment, and even for auto- 
mobiles. 

Rents jumped about 7 per cent in the 
12-month period between June, 1947, and 
June, 1948, according to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics index, and authorities at 
the Federal Rent Control Office estimate 
that 50 per cent of this increase is due to 
illegal violations. 

Just to check on it, an official] there re- 
cently took the trouble to compare the 
BLS figures against officially recorded 
rent increases granted for the cities in- 
cluded in that particular ‘survey. He could 
account for only about half of the increase 
reported in the BLS study, indicating that 
the other half was being paid illegally. 

To double-check, he compared rent-in- 
crease approvals for the prévious year 
against BLS rent-increase statistics. His 
records and that of BLS tallied exactly. 


A Racket That Grows 


This shows the rapid rate at which the 
new rent “racket” is gaining headway. It 
is particularly prevalent in the big over- 
crowded cities. There have been evidences 
of a flourishing business in furniture “tie 
sales” and automobile-in-exchange-for-an- 
apartment deals in Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, Chicago and New York, according to 
reports. 

But the biggest “racket” of all and the 
one which seems to be universal all over 
the country is-that of “side payments.” 

One tandlord “held up” an army officer 
and his wife in desperate need of an apart- 
ment for a $40 monthly bonus, the rent of 
the apartment being $60. The “deal” was 
made quite frankly and the officer in- 
structed to pay the $60 rent by check and 
hand the landlord $40 in cash each month, 

The prospective tenant was threatened 
with eviction, on the ground that the land- 
lord wanted the apartment for himself, if 
he reported the deal. Even though this 
case came to the attention of officials, they 
could do nothing about it since the young 


-officer refused to report the case officially 


or press it. : . 
His attitude is that of many who hesi- 
tate to incur the wrath of their landlord 
and run the risk of being turned out when- 
ever a legal subterfuge may be found. 


That is one reason this illegal practice 
has gained such headway. If tenants do 
not report these cases there is nothing the 
authorities can do about it. * — ) 

Moreover, the penalty for soaking the 
tenant for side payments is now so light 
that the landlord who indulges in these 
practices has little fear of the law. Prior 
to July 1, 1947, the law permitted the 
authorities to sue the landlord and require 
him to pay three times the bonus fee—one 
third being returned to the tenant and the 
other two thirds going into the United 
States Treasury. 


Triple Damages Are Out 


Under the present law, there is no pen- 
alty for such overcharges. All the authori- 
ties can do in such a case is to bring an 
injunction forcing the landlord to return 
the extra sum to the tenant. 

Evictions are on the increase. Many 
of these are also being obtained illegally. 

In one case brought to the attention of 
the authorities, a landlady had served no- 
tice on a tenant to vacate the premises 
since she wished to occupy them herself-- 
a right granted to her under the law. Be- 
fore this eviction took place, however, the 
landlady openly advertised the apartment 
for rent in the paper and placed it in the 
hands of a rental agent. 

In Chicago, where the housing shortage 
is particularly acute, 3000 families a month 
are receiving eviction notices. In July, 
3500 eviction cases were heard and 1993 
tenants ordered to move. 

Chicago newspapers have been turning 
the public spotlight on the desperate tir- 
cumstances of families which are being 
forced to camp out in the open or even 
take quarters in a coal bin because they 
cannot find a place to Tive. 


Too Many Silent Victims 


Most of them are reported as able tp pay 
a reasonable rent, but not to meet such 
demands as these: “5-rm apt. Will sell 
nearly new furniture $1700 cash, or trade 
1947 Ford 2-dr sedan” or “2-rm apt..,, 
furniture $1000.” 

And here in the District of Columbia it 
has been discovered that ads such as these 
are creeping into the miscellaneous “For 
Sale” columns: “Furniture for complete 
apt. $2000,” and then the two words, “Apt. 
available.” 

Authorities are doing what they can to 
stamp out this racket, but they cannot do 
a thorough job without stronger enforce- 
ment powers and without greater public 
co-operation in reporting the violations.

WESTWARD HA! By S. J. Perelman. Drawings by 
Hirschfeld. (Simon & Schuster, Inc., New York, 1948, 
1S? pgs., $2.95.)

Literature; Hirschfeld Sketches Also From S.R.L, 


Not satisfied with some seven books, un- 
told magazine pieces and a rather substan- 
tial reputation, S. J. Perelman, the Dur- 
ante of Discourse, decided to take his 
talents to the theater. With Vernon Duke, 
Ogden Nash and Al Hirschfeld, Perel- 
man contrived a musical comedy called 
“Sweet Bye and Bye,” which, in the sum- 
mer of 1946, was bobbing about in the 
try-out circuit around New York getting up 
nerve to come in. On face value the show’s 
authors would seem about the most formid- 
able foursome to have joined forces since 
the quartet from 
Rigoletto. Nonethe- 
less, as Perelman ex- 
plains, the show 
“closed in Philadel- 
phia like a 10-cent 
mousetrap ‘the day 
this story opens.” 

Nash and Duke 
were last seen going 
into seclusion, and 
presumably the 23 
angels went back to 
heaven. Perelman 
and Hirschfeld, sig- 
nifying a  sophisti- 
cated nonchalance, 
immediately left for 
a trip around the world. This book is a 
compilation of Perelman essays and Hirsch- 
feld sketches denoting the experiences of 
“a couple of middle-aged esthetes trained 
on corned beef and Dr. Brown’s Celery 
Tonic,” which were originally logged in a 
monthly series for Holiday. 

In “Goodbye Broadway, Hello Mal de 
Mer,” which might be called the bon 
voyage chapter, the incipient globe trotter 
haunts cut-rate luggage shops, buys maps 
(of Melanesia, India and Africa), issues 
“ukases to my tailor for cummerbunds and 
stengah shifters,” gets fitted for contact 
lenses by a “sinister Torquemada with a 
Brooklyn accent,” and finally takes leave 
of his family. 

The pair head west by way of Hollywood 
and board the Marine Flier, a freighter 
heading for Shanghai, the Strait Settle 
ments and India. In Hong Kong, a 
city Hirschfeld would have traded for a 
hot pastrami sandwich, they interviewed 
the ex-Emperor of Annam, aged 33, “a 
short, slippery looking customer rather on 
the pudgy side and dipped in Crisco.” 

They lunched with the heir apparent to 
the throne of the Malay State of Johore, 
an event which shook Hirschfeld (“a drop 
of perspiration glinted on his forehead, al- 
most obscuring it”), but Perelman found 
himself as “glacial and reserved as Sum- 
ner Welles at a B’nai B'rith picnic.” In 
Siam he bought three emeralds which, he 
discovered in Bombay, had been cut down 
from a very rare Coca-Cola bottle. 

Eventually they tour Egypt, revitalize 
themselves at the Negresco in Nice, get 
maudlin in Paris, and so home. The dog 
Perelman left as a puppy has grown to a 
mastiff, but 8. J. re- 
gains’ the canine’s 
confidence by “strok- 
ing him gently on 
the head with a 
length of chain.” 

As ahumorist, 
Perelman is a pixie.

the recent congressional session. 
The squabble over thé 70-group 
Air Force, the spat over the 
Navy’s 60,000-ton carrier, and the 
other lesser episodes were merely 
the visible peaks of an iceberg. 

The unseen body of the berg 
Was an envenomed dispute be- 
tween the services about the 
central problem of delivering 
the absolute weapons, such 4s 
the atomic bomb, to the vital 
centers of the enemy. Since this 
was mailly a job for aircraft, 
the Army remained largely on 
the sidelines in the inter-service 
battle. The main struggle was 
between the Air Force and the 
Navy. The Air Force insisted 
that the big job belonged to the 
strategic air arm. The Navy 
mustered all the arguments 
‘against strategic air, and in- 
sisted that carrier-borne avia- 
tion must share largely in the 
crucial offensive task. 

This led to some exaggerated 
positions.

WHEN MRS. DOROTHY MANN of Detroit 
was elected president of the auxiliary at last 
year’s encampment (the VFW and the Auxiliary 
call their conventions encampments) she pro- 
posed that the organization do something to fur- 
ther the national cancer research program. This 
‘was somewhat radical in that the auxiliary had 
never done anything outside its own organiza- 
tion. The half million members had devoted 
their time and energy through the years to 
their National Home at Eaton Rapids, Mich., a 
highly worthwhile project where the children of 
deceased VFW members are given a home. How- 
ever, the members were heartily in favor of aid- 
ing in cancer research. All they needed was a 
plan of action. Then one of the members read 
an article on what the loss of the laboratory at 
Bar Harbor meant to cancer research. This was 
what they had been looking for.

WORKING WITH THE American Cancer So- 
ciety, they had plans drawn up for the summer 
research laboratory, then set out to raise the 
money. Mrs. Monaco was appointed national 
chairman of the Cancer Research Fellowship 
Fund. Working mostly through the mails, she 
organized the campaign in every.auxiliary group 
in the country, not to mention Hawaii, the Canal 
Zone and Alaska. Most of the money was raised 
through straight donations, but it was raised in 
a lot of other ways, too. One group, at its an- 
nual banquet, agreed there would be no corsages. 
The corsage money went to the fund. When a 
member of another group died, the family asked 
that there be no flowers, and that the money be 
donated instead to the fund. Still another group, 
at its state encampment, agreed to eat no des- 
serts. They figured up what desserts would have 
cost them and put it in the kitty.

THEY RAISED SOMETHING over $75,000. 
With this money, there has already been con- 
structed the summer laboratory, where research 
is again under way and which will accommodate 
about 40 cancer researchers. Had it not been 
for the auxiliary’s work, research would have 
been held up for at least another year at the 
laboratory. There are also two dormitories, with 
a third to be constructed, and a dining hall 
which is also being used for a conference room. 3

Bodily Health

T scribed as a window of the 
‘*® soul. It might also be de- 
scribed as a mirror of the physical 
state of the body. Many abnormal 
conditions manifest themselves by 
symptoms and signs in the 
eye. The eye is probably the only 
place in the body where the living 
conditions of the small blood ves- 
sels can be seen and watched. 
The eye represents a projection 
or outgrowth of the brain. Many 
diseases such as diabetes, kidney 
disease, high blood pressure, nu- 
tritional deficiencies, infections, 
etc., produce changes in the eye 
which can be identified. These 
abnormal conditions are not ap- 
parent to men who have only 
studied the defects of vision. Qual- 
ified eye specialists are well aware 
of the eye being a sign-post to 
obscure disease. An examination 


of the eye means more than a 
test for faulty vision. 


Question: “My six-year-old 
daughter has very dry skin which 


chaps easily. The first thing on 
awakening in the morning she 
runs for the wash cloth to wet her 
face and hands. Could there be 
something lacking in her diet?” 


Answer: The child is probably 
suffering from one of the many 
forms of eczema. There are many 
types of eczema and the disease 
may simulate many other kinds 
of skin disease. The causes of 
eczema are many and vary from 
nervous reactions to allergy and 
mild infections. 


There is a form of eczema due 
to deficiency of certain foods, but 
this form of the disease is prac- 
tically never seen in children, -A 
common t of eczema seen in 
children is due to allergy to cer- 
tain foods; however, this type of 
the disease is apt to disappear be- 
tween the ages of 4 and 12. 


Skin tests should be done to 
ascertain if the patient is sensi- 
tive to any substance, including 
foods and various types of cloth- 
ing. Eggs, milk, and wheat are 
common offenders. Your physi- 
cian should be consulted concern- 
ing changes in diet. 


General measures which are 
often helpful should be considered. 
Sun baths are often beneficial. 
Olive oil, cold cream or mineral 
oi] should be used for cleansing 
instead of soap and water. Starch 
or soda baths frequently are very 
soothing. Any faults of elimina- 
tion should be corrected. X-ray 
treatment should not be consid- 
ered in children under five or six 
years.

Fix It Yourself 


OME strange and wonderful 
S things can happen to a plaster 

ceiling during the course of a 
few years. Sometimes the plaster 
will take it into its head to do a 
little bulging or maybe it prefers 
to sit quietly back and crack. 


The best remedy for a bulging 
plaster ceiling is to remove it and 
put on new plgster, but this can 
be an inconvenience especially if 
there is a lot of loose insulation 
sitting in back of the plaster. One 
trick that you can do is force the 
plaster back into position and then 
secure it to the laths by means of 
screws and tin washers. Thesé aré 
the same washers as are uséd for 
applying tar paper and they will 
help keep the screw heads from 
pulling through the plaster. After 
the plaster is up where it should 
be, it can be covered with a sheet 
of wallboard for the sake of ap- 
pearance, 

If the plaster is still firm‘to the

RISPNESS is a desirable qual- 
City in any kind of pickle, One 

trick of making les crisp 
is to soak the cucumbers a few 
hours in ice water. Another is to 
add a little alum either to the 
soaking water or after the cu- 
cumbers have been put into their 
pickling sirup. The last one we 
have learned is to use calcium 
chloride which is also used by 
commercial pickle packers. Cal- 
cium chloride is also being used 
commercially to make canned to- 
matoes firm. 

Perhaps you remember reading 
in this column a how cal- 
cium chloride keeps sliced apples 
firm and prevents discoloration. 
If ‘pickles are left whole, soaking 
in ice water a short time per- 
haps reduces the mineral or vita- 
min value very little. But if the 
cucumbers are split, sliced or cut 
into chunks and soak for several 
days in brine and then are 
freshened in several changes of 
clear water as Many more days, 
the mineral and vitamin value is 
perhaps washed away. 


The chief virtue that remains in 


such pickles is their appetite 
stimulation value. According to 
medical authorities, the smal 
amount of alum used to make 
pickles crisp is not harmful, And 
they certainly cannot disapprove 
of the use of calcium chloride. 
The following recipe calls for 
soaking but not the usual soaking 
that advises discarding the soak- 
ing water. Here we use the soak- 
ing water to make the pickling 
sirup, so the vitamins are not 
destroyed by the little heating 
that the cucumbers are subjected 
to remain in the pickles or the 
pickling sirup. Therefore, such a 
pickling sirup should be utilized 
in other food preparation such a8 
in French dressing or any other 
food calling for vinegar, spices 
and a little sugar. 


Sweet Sour Pickles. 

One gallon small crisp cucum- 
bers (about 3 inches long), three 
and one-fourth cups cider vine- 
gar, one and three-fourths cups 
water, one tablespoon plus two 
teaspoons salt, one and one-fourth 
teaspoons calcium chloride, one- 
half cup sugar, scant, five drops 
green coloring, two and one-half 
tablespoons pickling spice. . 

Choose fresh gathered cucum- 
bers. Wash gently in cold water. 
Arrange compactly in a stone- 
ware or enamelware or glass mix- 
ing bowl. Combine next four in- 
gredients, stir thoroughly and 
pour over cold cucumbers, cover 
and let stand over night. The 
liquid should cover the cucumbers 
well. The next morning drain off 
the liquid into an enamelware 
saucepan. Add the rest of the in- 
gredients, heat to boiling, then 
add the pickles and simmer (do 
not boil) for 10 minutes. Pack the 
pickles into clean, sterile jars, 
add enough of the hot liquid to 
cover the pickles. Seal and store 
in a dark, cool place. Seven to 
eight pints pickles.
